‘Gil. Gorenar of Philippines 
Reaches ‘Frisco and Discusses 
Conditionsin Islands, 


BATANGAS AND SAMAR 
ALONE CAUSE TROUBLE 


According to Taft, Peace Prevails 
Elsewhere and the Outlook Is 
Promising—Sentiment Has 
Chanzed and Filipinos 
Anxious for Peace.

San Francisco, January 21.—Governor 
General Taft. who arrived from Manil2 
last night, landed this afternoon. (‘rov- 
ernor Taft expects to start for Washing- 
‘on tomorrow. He will stop at Cincinnati, 
his home, en route. 

Discussing conditions in the Philippines, 
Governor Taft said: 

“TY wish the press would correct the im- 
pression that there is war on all the 
islands. The ‘insurrection is confined to 
two localities—the province of Batangas 
and the island of Samar. This mornirg 
I received a most encouraging cable- 
gram from Genera] Wright, who is the 
acting governor in my absence. It said 
that owing to General Bell's strong re- 
yressive measures the trouble in Batan- 
gas was being auieted. He further said 
that 700 rifles had been surrendcred, and 
as there are only 1.100 to 1.200 rifles in the 
province, there is no doubt that Batangas 
will be as peaceful as any of the other 
provinces 

“T do not think General Bell will have 
need to apply the reconcentrado principle 
to Batangas. as his dispatch plainly indi- 
cates that the province is in a fair way 
of pacification. 

“The dispatch says that there are 843 
teachers in the islands in 450 places, and 
- 200 of these places are unoccupied oy 
United States troops. I may say that the 
Filipino is not hostile to'the teacher. 
One was captured some time ago, but 
he was sent tack in a hammock. ‘The 
inference is plain that they entertain no 
hostility toward pedagogues or pedagosy. 
Civil Government a Success. 
“t-wish to impress upon everybody that 
civil government is a success. ‘There is 
@ etrong peace party in the islands,. and 
it is composed of the most influential men 
among the Filipinos. They are working 
earnestly and zealously toward bringing 
about happy relations between their 
' gountrymen and the government. They 
are using all that is in their power to 
bring in the recalcitrant leaders. I have 
never been so encouraged as to the pros- 
pects of the Philippines as I have within 
the past three months. There has ccr- 
tainly been a great change in the senti- 


ment of the people. They are beginning 
to appreciate the fact that civil govern- 
ment means better times for them. 

“If you had seen the farewell recep- 
tions that were given me by the people 
on my leaving the islands you would 
have realized that there was sincerity in 
the expression of the wish for civil gov- 
ernment to continue, Before I left I re- 
ceived reports from the governors of the 
different provi-.ces, and the tone of each 
report was most encouraging. 

“I am encouraged and I shall so report 
to Washington. There are thirty-five 
provinces capable of government. The 
only place where there is trouble is in the 
island of Samar. That is the most diffi- 
cult island for military operations. There 
are no roads, and the troops heve to use 
water courses to follow the natives to 
their fastnesses. But we are all confi- 
dent that it is only a question of a short 
time when the island will be pacified. 

All Tranquil in Cebu. 

"Judge Carlock, of the court of first 
instance, has reported to me that the 
island of Cebu is quite tranquil. Min- 
danao is an island of great wealth. It is 
as yet undeveloped, and when it is it will 
be of great value. 

“Speaking of the Moros, they are not 
capable of receiving civil government. 
They still have tribal relations, as did 
our Indians, and obey their chiefs. There. 
are two sets of Moros—the river Moros 
and the lake Moros. The lake .u«oros 
have been distinctly hostile to us and 
were ever active against the Spaniaris. 

am giad to say that a better feeling 
has sprung up among thém and they are 
now-commencing to bring in the prod- 
ucts of their lands and barter them. The 
river Moros have always been submis- 
sive. I do not wish to create the impres- 
sion that the lake Moros are in a state 
of warfare. 

“The great question and difficulty that 
presents itself to the government is the 
land question. The titles to lands are 
very unsettled and it is a difficult matter 
te adjust them.”’ 

Governor Taft expects to return to the 
islands about March 1. ’ 

Captain Hartshorne Clain. 

Manila, January 21.—Captain J. mM. 
Hartshorne, Jr., of the Seventh infantry, 
was shot from ambush and killed Janu- 
ery 2, in the eastern part of the island 
of Samar. Hartshorne was recently 
transferred from the Ninth to the Sey- 
enth infantry. 

Owing to the lack of telegraphic com- 
munication in Samar, the news of Cap- 
tain Hartshcrne’s death came by mall in 
a report from Second Lieutenant Georg 
W. Wallace, the Ninth.

RUSE WAS USED BY REBELS

Panama, January 21.—The exchange of 
prisontrs was responsible for yesterday’s 
disaster to the government. From the 
former the revolutionists heard of the 
plans of the government.

General Garcia, a veteran officer, has 
been appointed military commfnder of 
the district in @uccession to General Al- 
ban.

It is belleved that the revolutionary 
war ships were damaged. 

The capture of Panama by the revolu- 
tlonists is considered impossible, owing 
to the number of government troops 
here. 

All is quiet here 4oday. General Her- 
rera, the revolutionary leader, informed 
Captain Mead, of the United States cruis- 
er Philadelphia, that he came here to 
prevent the Colombian government using 
the steamer Lautaro against the liberals. 
He had accomplished this and, there- 
fore, retired. The revolutionists had sev- 
enteen wounded in yesterday’s engzge- 
ment. The number killed cannot be pre- 
cisely ascertained. Of the government 
forces five men were killed and four 
wounded. 

The revolutionists are reported to be at 
Los Lianos, 8 miles from Panama. 

Passengers who arrived hére by the 
train leaving Colon this morning report 
having met a number of revolut‘onjsts at 
Gordona station. A spy sent by the 
rev2lutionary general, Pofreras, was cap- 
tured here yesterday. Papers were found 
upon him which compromise certain im- 
portant HMberals. 

The death of General Alban is an ir- 
reparable loss, not only to the isthmus, 
but to the entire republic of Colgmbie. 
In the. field he was an active and fear- 
less foe: in victory he was magnanimous 
almost to a fault. This is the tribute paid 
the late Colombian general by ‘the press 
of the isthmus. He was a man whose 
praises were sung evén by his enemies. 

The surgeon and hospital corps of the 
United States cruiser. Philadelphia at 
Panama were busy rendering medical 
aid to the men wounded in yesterday’s 
engagement. The Philadelphia is the 
only man of war at the jsthmus. 


TO FORM SHIPPING COMBINE. 


Negotiations for That Purpose Are 
in Progress. 

London, January 21.—A representative 
of the Associated Press has secured an 
authoritative statement regarding the ru- 
mored shipping deals, which, while con- 
futing the reports of the amalgamation of 
severai Ifnes, reveals the fact that nego- 
tiations tcward a trade agreem2nt are be- 
ing conducted on a larger scale than 
,ithert» hinted at. What has actually 
happened is this: 

“Every line trading between England 
and America, except one, has agreed to 
form a freight combinat.on upon a basis 
considerably higher than the rates at 
present in force. That one exception, 
however, threatens to upset the prolonged 
negotiations, for today fifteen firms with- 
drew their previous assent, declaring that 
unless this one exception came in the 
combine would be valucless. The line 
which has so disarranged the calculations, 
for until today the success of the scheme 
was believed to be practically assured, 
is comparatively unimportant and plies 
between London and the United States.’’ 

The extent to which the proposcd com- 
bination has attained can be judged from 
the fact thet the fifteen withdrawals do 
not constitute per cent of the firms in- 
terested. A representative of-one of the 
lines most intimately concerned said that 
it looked today very much as if the whole 
plan would fall through, though he admit- 
ted that strenuous efforts would be made 
to persuade the backsliders to come in 
again and leave the unimportant exception 
to fight its own battle. 

The reports of a-financial amalgamation 
between the White Star, American, Atlan- 
tic Transport and other lines are stren- 
uously denied. . 


BEATEN, HE KILLED HIMSELF. 


Ex-Supreme Recorder Hoffmeister, 
of Leion of Honor, Suicides. 

St. Louis, January 21.—William H. Hoff- 
meister, of St. Louis, ex-supreme re- 
corder of the Legion of Honor, commit- 
ted suicide at the Planters’ hotel today 
by shooting himself with a revolver. 

Mr. Hoffmeister was defeated last night 
for reelection as supreme recorder of 
the Legion of Honor by C. R. T. White, 
and an entirely new supreme council 
was elected after a sensational contest. 

One feature of the struggle was the 
arrest of Otto A. Overbeck, candidate 
for supreme chancellor, leader of the 
opposition to the administration. Mr. 
Overbeck was arrested on his way to 
the meeting, where the election was to 
be held. A complaint was lodged against 
Overbeck for carrying a concealed 
weapon. Friends of the Overbeck ticket. 
however, procured Mr. Overbeck’s re- 
lease on bond and hurried with him to 
the meeting hall. where they arrived in 
time to vote, his one vote being necessary 
to win. 

George M. Ackley, of Kansas City, 
former supreme overseer of the Legion 
of Honor, says that Hoffmeister killed 
himself, he believed. because he was de- 
feated in his candidacy fer reelection to 
the office of supreme recorder.

Count Boni de. Castellane, 
Anna Gould’s Husband, 
Stirs French Deputies. 


POLICY OF GOVERNMENT 
ATTACKED BY THE COUNT 


Other Deputies Joined in and a Duel 
Between Easies and de Constant 
Is Threatened — Del 
Defends'the Policy of 
the Government. 


Paris, January 21.—During the debate 
on the foreign estimates in the chamber 
of deputies today, Count Boni de Castel- 
lane (republican) asked. for explanations 
of the government’s policy. He com- 
plained that the French policy in China 
gave cause to doubt whether France had 
a comprehensive plan of foreign policy, 
as in the case of Russia, Germany and 
Great Britain. The deputy added that he 
would like to see imperialism exist in 
France as it did in Great Britain, Ger- 
mahy and the Unifed States. 

M. Destournelles de Constant (repub- 
lican) condemned thee#increase in arma- 
ments and the expansion policy, which, 
he said, multiplied the chances of con- 
flicts and would lead to a frightful crash. 
He regretted that France had entered in- 
to an imperialistic policy in acquiescing 
to the Europeanization of China. 

Sent His Seconds. 

-M. Lasies. (ant'-Semite), having ques- 
tioned a sarcastic remark, M. Destour- 
nelles de Constant retorted that he would 
not be intimidated by nationalists. The 
remark: offended M. Lasies, who sent sec- 
onds ‘to M. Destournelles de Constant, 
As this dispatch is sent, the seconds are 
holding a meeting to decide whether a 
duel is necessary. 

M. Surcouf (republican) asked the for- 
eign minister, M. Delcasse, to put a stop 
to the threats against the French estab- 
lishments on the Frenct. shure of New- 
foundland. 

M. Etienne (republican) made a long 
speech, urging a more vigorous defense 
of French interests where they came. in 
contact with those of Great Britain. He 
called attention to the efforts of Great 
Britain to supplant French influence .on 
the Niger and in Abyssinia, Morocco, 
Siam and the New Hebrides. France, he 
said, ought to closely watch the Persian 
gulf. 

Replying to questions, the foreign min- 
ister, M. Delcasse, said France's position 
in the world was satisfactory. He re- 
called the signing of the Chinese protocol 
which was to the honor of France, where 
France succeeded in inspiring confidence 
among the powers. and in creating ac- 
cord. France’s position in Turkey was 
second to that of no other. 

France and- United States. — 

M. Delcasse spoke of the Franco-Italian 


agreement in North Africa, “which had 
led to a complete understanding between 
the two powers,” and said that the re- 
lations of France with the United States 
had become more friendly. He also al- 
luded to the Franco-Russian alliance, 
which was the result of perfect accord 
between the interests of France and 
Russia. 

The minister recalled France’s recent 
enthusiastic welcome to the czar. who Was 
then enabled to see the daily increasing 
support which the French army and navy 
could give the alliance. 

The results achieved, said M. Déelcasse 
in conclusion, were due to the constant 
support parliament had given the govern- 
ment, 

The foreign minister’s statement was 
greeted with prolonged applause. 

After a spirited debate, the chamber, on 
the demand of M. Delcasse, decided to 
maintain the appropriation for the French 
embassy to the vatican by a vote of 341 
to 20. This appropriation had been sup- 
pressed by the budget committee. 

It was later learned that the seconds 
of M. Destournelles de Constant and M. 
Lasies failed to agree as to whether the 
words of the former deputy constituted 
an insult. The seconds referred the ques- 
tion to arbitrators, who were also unable 
to decide this point. The seconds then 
threw up their mission. 


NO LENIENCY FOR BERGMAN. 


“Aan Who Fired To Kill Frick Must 
Serve Full Term. 

Scranton, Pa., January 21.—The supe- 
rior court today decided that Alexander 
Bergman, who attempted to assassinate 
H. Cc. Frick in 1892, must serve his full 
term of twenty-one years, less the usual 
allowance for good behavior. Bergman’s 
attorneys recently asked for his release, 
claiming the benefit of the new commu- 
tation law passed by the last legisla- 
ture. 

Bergman was convicted on six indict- 
ments and was sentenced to a term of 
imprisonment on each. In the petition 
presented to the superior court Berg- 
man claimed that three of the indict- 
ments charged no offense against the 


P state laws and that he had served the 


time imposed for the other indictments, 
less the time taken off by the new 
law.

WITH ONE ACCORD THEY DENY. 


European Nations Assert They Were 
Not Hostile to America. 
Vienna, January 21.—Inquiries made at 
the Avustria-Hungarian foreign office con- 
firm the essential points of the statement 
made by Lord Cranborne. the British for- 
eign under-secretary, in the house of 
commons yesterday. The dynastic rela- 
tions of Austria with Spain, the queen re- 
gent being an arch duchess of Austria, 
led Austria before the declaration of war 
between Spain and the United States to 
begin a peace propoganda which was car- 
ried on not only in England but through- 
out Europe. France was ready to second 
the efforts of Austria. Germany and Rus- 
sia maintained a passive attitude. Great 
Britain was at first disposed to sign the 
proposed note, but after a confidential re- 
port from Washington, declined either to 
sign such a note as the Austrian ambas- 
sador proposed, or to take any further 
steps. Afterwards Austria and France 
made <irect presentations at Washington 
but ceased their efforts after the declara- 
tion of war, from that time forward rely- 
ing on the efforis of the pope, who was 
backed by the tacit approval of al} the 

povrers. 

Berlin, January 21.—The foreign office 
denies that Germany desired or associated 
itself with ary other government that 
may have sought to bring about European 
intervention in the Spanish-American war. 
The following statement was handed s 
the correspondent of the Associated Press: 

“The foreign office declares with all 
positiveness that Germany, neither be- 
fore the outbreak of the Spanish-American 
war nor during its course. proposed in- 
tervention to other powers. Neither did 
Germany support such a proposition made 
by other powers. It is true that tn several 
instances suggestions were made to the 
German government from anothe” source, 
in the sense of interveition But. he Ger- 
man government without ex-eption. 
maintained a negative attitude It must 
further be r2marked that it was not from 
an Austrian source that such suggestions 
reached the Gcrman government. *

PRESENTMENT RETURNED 
BY FULTON GRAND JURY 


Charges Moses with Passing Forged 
Note—Arrest Made Monday Af- 
ternoon in Senoia by Deputy 
Sheriff—Moses Gave 
Bond in Griffin. 


Ex-Congressman Charles L. Moses, of 
the fourth district, was arrested in Se- 
noia Monday afternoon on a special pre- 
sentment. returned last week by the 
Fulton county grand jury, charging him 
with uttering and publishing a forged in- 
strument. 

The arrest was made by one of Sheriff 
Nelms’ deputies, who left Atlanta Mon- 
day morning for that; purpose. The dep- 
uty brought the ex-congressman to Grif- 
fin, where the latter gave a bond of $500 
and was released. The officer returned 
to Atlanta yesterday shortly before noon 
and ex-Congressman Moses also came to 
the city to consult his attorneys and ar- 
range Tis defense. 

The special presentment charges that 
in 1900 Moses delivered to Langston & 
Woodson, the wholesale grocers on Ala- 
bama street, a forged. promissory note; 
also that he knew it had been falgely 
and fraudwently made and forged at the 
time delivered, and that he uttered and 
published the note with intent to defraud 
the firm. 

It is alleged that the note was dated 
at Turin, Ga., between March 9 and 16, 
1900, purporting to be signed by H. B. 
Page. The presentment states that the 
note promised to pay, on the part of 
Page, to C. L. Moses or order on October 
15, 1900, 1,500 pounds of middling lint cot- 
ton, valued at $150. It is further alleged 
that the note was indorsed by the ex- 
congressman and delivered to Langston 
& Woodson; that the note was intrusted 
by the firm to Moses for collection, and 
that it was lost or destroyed by him. 

The ex-congressman was not seen by a 
Constitution’ reporter yesterday, and, 
therefore, no direct statement of the mat- 
ter was obtained from him. From a re- 
liable source, however, it is learned 
that his version is about as follows: 

He denies the charge that he uttered 
and published a forged paper and con- 
tends that he is guilty of no wrong- 
doing in the matter. He is the owner 
of a big plantation in Coweta county, 
and.on it are located about twenty ten- 
ants. He claims that he has traded with 
Langston & Woodson for ten or fifteen 
years and has paid them $25,000. 

He. states that when he would make a 
purchase and.give his note. -he would 
secure it with nates given him by his 
tenants. :He says:that H. R. Page was 
one of his tenants and that ho inittuctad 
him. (Moses) te sign the particular note 
on which the presentment was returned. 
However, he says he does not remember 
whether he or Page's son signed the 
note. He contends that no forgery was 
coinmitted, as Page had given authority 
for his name to be used. He claims fur- 
ther that the note was paid, but not 
taken up. He asserts that he is guilty 
of no criminal intent in regard to the 
note,

the former the grand jurors act on the 
matter of their own motion, while in an 
indictment the name of a prosecutor 
appears.

Plattsburg, Mo., January 21.—Mrs. A4- 
die L. Richardson faced a jury of farmers

home in Savannah, Mg., began in earnest. 
Mrs. Richardson was surrounded by her 
three youthful sons and several other 
members of her family ‘and that of the 
man whom she fc charged with murder- 
ing. including his brother, John D. Rich- 
ardson, of Chicago. 

The vrosecution under the indietment 
of murder in the first degree is based on 
the nroposition that the prisoner Pither 
killed her husband or knows whp ‘id. 
The belief that all members of the \Rich- 
ardson familv have all alone expresset™ 
in the innocence of the widow appears 
to be unshaken by the recent arrest of 
Stewart Fife. the former business asso- 
elate of Richardson. Mrs. Richardson 
still adheres to her story, madé at the 
time of the shooting, that she was alone 
in the hovse when she heard a bugev 
Crive uv and her husband enter the hall; 
that she heard someone sev. ‘Aae it com> 
to this?” and that the pistol shot ws 
fired hv someone unknown to her as he 
entered the door of the parlor bed room. 
where she ewaited h!m. 

To Force “ier To Tell. 

No one has professed to helieve that 
Mrs. Richardson fired the fatal shot, but 
the state has expected that*in defending 
terself against the charges she wou!ld 
‘be forced to tell who did. 


Mrs. Richardson has agec perceptibly in 
the last vear. and when she entered court 
tedav her features showed plainiv the 
result of the strain she had undergone. 
Mrs. Richardson held her youngest boy fn 
her lap during the session of. court today. 
When the indictment charging her with 
“maliciously and delib..ately murdering 
her husband,” was read. ehe displayod 
no emotion, nor later; when Attorney *. 
F. Rooker, in the statement of the -ase 
for the state, said: *‘As a motive we will 
try to show that Mre. Richardson was 
unduly intimate with Stewart Fife. and 
we expect to show that Fife was in the 
neighborhood of the house that night.”’

GIVE CHINESE FAIR PLAY 


So Business Men Urge in Opposing 


SOUTH. INVOLVED IN FIGHT 


Men Representing the Industries of 
This Section Appear Before the 
Senate Committee. 


Washington, January . 21.—(Special.)— 


+The southern men: who are here to take 


part in the discussion of. Chinese-exclu- 
sion did not have an opportunity to take 
part in the arguments before the senate 
committee on immigration today. But 
their case was thoroughly presented by 
those gentlemen who did speak. 

The committee gave a hearing today to 
representatives of various interests upon 
the question of Chinese immigration, 
Among those present were D, A. Tomp- 
kins, of the industrial commission; 8. B. 
Webb, president of the China and Japan 
Trading Company, New York; Hon. 
Charles S. Hamlin, Boston chamber of 
commerce; Samuel Gompers, Hon. John 
W. Foster, 3. C. Mead, assistant secre- 
tary Merchants’ Association, New York; 
Theophilus Parsons, of the Arkwright 
Club, of Boston; E. J. Livernash, San 
Francisco; John Ford, of the Asiatic As- 
sociation; H. R. Fuller, representing the 
railroad employees of the United States, 
and a number of representatives of south- 
ern industries. 

Mr. Gompers, the first speaker, out- 
lined the efforts which the Federation 
of Labor had made in connection with 
the Pacific coast delegation in congress 
to perfect a bill which would secure a 
continuance of Chinese exclusion and this 
had been accomplished in what is known 
ag the Mitchell bill. 

Mr. Ford spoke in opposition to the 
bill and presented statistics of trade be- 
tween China and the United States. He 
urged a postponement of any action by 
congress looking to Chinese exclusion 
until the expiration of the present treaty 
in 1904. 

“We are all interested in being on 
good terms with China,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
we should treat her with some consid- 
eration and some regard for international 
facts.""” He said that the Chinese stu- 
dent, Chinese traveler and Chinese mer- 
chant have been unfairly dealt with. 
Mr. Hamlin presented resolutions of 
the Boston chamber of commerce advo- 
cating the Proctor bfil, continuing § in 
force the present Chinese exclusion law 
until the conclusion of the treaty with 
China in 1904, and urged that no bill be 
adopted inconsistent with that treaty, 
because, he said, ‘“‘that treaty involves 
the honor and faith of the United States 
government." 

Speaking for the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, Maxwell Evarts said that the 
Mitchell bill would put a tax on Ameril- 
can commerce that no subsidy bill could 
replace. It would prohibit the employ- 
ment of Chineg seamen aboard Ameri- 
can ships and is would result in an 
enoriuous diffefnce in the matter of 
wages. He saig that our commissioners 
to negotiate a new Chinese treaty fn two 
years should not be hampered and em- 
barrassed by the passage of any new 


law. 


At the conclusion of the hearing Mr. 
Penrose, the chairman of the commit- 
tee, announced that the whole subject

DENIES KILLING PRISONERS. 


Colonel Metcalfe Appears Before 
Committee of the Senate. 

Washington, January 2%:.—The subcom- 
mittee of the senate committee on pen- 
sions which was appointed to Investigate 
the charges made against Colonel W. 8. 
Metcalfe, who has been appointed pen- 
sion agent at Topeka, Kans., today 
heard Colonel Metcalfe in his own be- 
half and also received affidawits from 
soldiers who were members of Metcalfe’s 
command at the time the occurrences 
with the responsibility for which ‘he is 
charged took place. 

The charge is that at the battle of 
Calocan, in the Philippine islands, Met- 
calfe deliberately killed two Filipino 
prisoners. Colonel Metcalfe: denied the 
charge and produced affidavits from 
members of his company supporting his 
contention that the Filipinos had been 
killed by soldiers to whom he had given 
them in charge. 

Records of the war department also 
were produced to show that after two 
investigations of this charge Metcalfe 
had been exonerated. 

The subcommittee did not pass upon 
the charges at the meeting today.

Long Debate. in the Senate 
Over the Measure For the 
Philippines. 


SENATOR. RAWLINS URGES 
SUBSTITUTE OF MINORITY 


Lodge Defends the Measure Prepared 
by the Republicans—Bacon Crit- 
icises Order Issued by Sec- 
retary Root as to Coast- 
wise Trade. 


Washington, January 21.—For nearly 
three hours today the senate had under 
consideration the Philippine tariff bill, 
The measure was made the unfinished 
business and probably will hold that po- 
sition of preference- until it shall have 
been voted upon finally. 

The debate upon the bill was opened 
by Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, chair- 
man of the committee on Philippines. 
He -sketched in a frte-hand way the rea- 
scons which had actuated the majority in 
rresenting the measures and _ urged 
strongly its enactment into law at an 
early date, 

Mr. Rawlins, of Utah, delivered a 
vigorous speech in support of the minori- 
ty substitute, in which independence was 
promised to the Filipino people so soon 
as a stable government could be egstab- 
lished in the Philippines. His discussion 
of the general] Philippine question cover- 
ed much of the ground that has been 
gone over during the past twa years, 
but throughout he was given careful] at- 
tention. 

Mr, Lodge reviewed the past method 
of the government of the Philippines by 
the United States and then took up the 
recent supreme court decisions holding 
the Philippines to be domestic territory 
and all duties levied upon articles void. 
There was also, he said, doubt whether 
the tariff adopted for the islands them- 
selves would stand without further ac- 
tion of congress. There was. however, 
under the supreme court ruling no doubt 
of the rignt of congress to act. 

Lodge Defends Measure. 

Mr. Lodge called attentiOn to the neces- 
sity of coastwise legislation for the 
islands under decision of the supreme 
court. He said that the tariff as fixed by 
the Philippine commission had been 
established only after the most careful 
investigations covering several months 
and it was obvious to the committees of 
the two houses that they cou:d not hope 
tg improve upon that act. 

r. Lodge said that to discriminate in 
favor of the United States products go- 
ing to the Philippines would diminish 
the revenues and would break down the 
policy of the “open door.” . 

The United States had by its firmness 
and excellent diplomacy accomplished 
the establishment of that policy in China 
and China would be for years the most 
importunt market fer products of the 
‘nited States. He explained the senate 
committee’s reducticn of the Dingley 
rates to the extent of 25 per cent, saying 
that the committee had not jelt it wise 
to make a further reduction. The ex- 
action of the remaining duty could not 
be considered onercus inséview of the 
fact that al] the moneys thus collected 
would be returned to the Philippines. 

Mr. Lodge said that the removal of the 
export duties did rot affect the open 
door policy, if it did-he would oppose it. 


under the treaty between that country 
and this. He defended the policy of the 
free importation of hemp as in the. in- 
terest of the agricultural element. 

Mr. Spooner asked if the policy of re- 
funding the export tax on hemp would 
not nave the effect of causing all the 
hemp grown in the Philippines to be 
brought ta the United States and thus 
deprive the Philippines of the _ egtire 
revenue from that source. 

Lodge Replies to Bacon. 

Mr. Lodge replied that the provisions 
applies only to hemp for use “in the 
United States.’’ The regulation of that 
niatter would have to be left to the 
treasury department, but he would be 
willmg to so amend the bill as to relieve 
it of this possibility. He said in reply te 
Senator Foraker that this same objec. 
tion to the removal of the export duty on 
hemp would apply to all other ariicles 
criginating in the Philippines. 

In reply to Mr. Bacon, Mr. Lodge said 
that the war department had had to meet 
an exigency in issuing its order tem- 
porarily authorizing all vessels to en- 
gage in the coastwise trade of the Phil- 
ippines. To have failed to do this would 
have wrecked the commerce of the 
islands, and although the order might not 
have been euthorized by law, it was 
justified by the circumstances and by the 
certainty of action by congress. 

Mr. Lodge said he had no desire to gv 
beyond the present situation. The mi- 
nority proposes to sweep away all tariff 
and to encourage the Filipinos ‘to leave 
us. They also make large promises for 
the future. As fer his mind he was cer- 
tain as to what we should do with the 
Philippines in the future, but he would 
never willingly agree to put into a bill a 
legislative promise, vague, uncertain 
and perhaps impossible of fulfillment, 
raising vain hopes and doing no good. 
Mr. Lodge wag followed by Mr. Rawlins. 

Bacon Criticises Root. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Rawlins’ 
speech Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, referred 
to a colloquy between himself and Mr. 
Lodge, concerning an order of the secre- 
tary of war to permit ships under for- 
eign flags to enter the trade between the 
United States and the Philippines after 
the decision of the supreme court that 
the islands were domestic territory. 

Mr. Lodge, said Mr. Bacon, had de- 
fended the action of the secretary of war 
in issumg an order which clearly was 
directing a vi»rlation of the law.

CONCESSIONS MEAN 


Tobacco Manufacturers Allege That 
Reciprecity Will Inevitably 
Destroy Their Business. 


———__, 


Washington, January 21.—The ways 
and means committee today resumed its 
hearings on Cuban reciprocity with spe- 
cial reference to the reduction 
on Cuban tobacco, The tobacco inter- 
ests of the United States were largely 
represented, the. officers of the large leaf 
manufacturers and growers’ association 
being present. John R. Young, president 
of the National Leaf Tobacco Associa- 
tion, made an earnest plea against any 
tobacco concessions to Cuba. He said 
there undoubtedly was a public sentiment 
in favor of granting relief to Cuba, but 
he contended that we should be as just 
to the people of our own country as 
to the people of foreign countries. 

The purpose of the movement for reci- 
procity, he said, was to have the whole 
expense of Cuba relief fall on two Amer- 
ican industries—tobacco and sugar. 

Mr. Young sala as to cigars, that the 
proposed concessions would wipe out the 
American-made 10-cent cigar. 

The Cuban eigar maker would lay down 
a cigar here at less than the American 
manufacturer receives fof his high-grade 
goods, and the Cuban would have the 
advantage of having his goods advertised 
as “imported goods.” This, Mr. Young 
said, would secure for Cuba the entire 
market of America for all goods above 5 
cents, 

Representative Richardson, of Tennes- 
see, asked if the price of cigars would 
be reduced to the cigar smoker. 

Mr. Young sald the price would be. re- 
duced, but he gid not belfeve the con- 
sumer would k this reduction at the 
expense of the American industry. 

J. Wertheim, of New York, head of a 
cigar concern employing * 6,000 people, 
presented the serious effect of concessions 
on the American cigar interests. 

George Storm, president cf the Ameri- 
can Tobacco. Growers Association and 
an extensive cigar manufacturer, also 
argued against concessions to Cuba. He 
stated that the tobacco interests of Cuba 
were not as much depressed as repre- 
sented; that they were prosperous and 
enjoyed great advantage in the Ameri- 
can market, and that In effect they now 
desired an absolute monopoly of the 
American market. If the calamity of an- 
nexation came, Mr. Storm said, the to- 
bacco interests would bow to it, but for 
the present they protested against a 
movement calculated to enrich the tobac- 
co and cigar industries of Cuba and de- 
stroy those of the United States. 

At the afternoon session President 
Coleman, of the New York tobacco 
board of trade; Daniel Harris, of the 
International Cigar Makers’ Union, and 
several representatives of state tobacco 
interests were heard in opposition to any 
concessions to Cuba. 

L. V. DeAbad presented the Cuban 
view of the tobacco question, arguing 
that for political and gocial, as well as 
economic reasons, a reduction should be 
made in the duties on tobacco coming 
from Cuba.

lands tithe west’ and the advisability 
of retaining control of ‘the Philippines 
were the main topics under discussion. 

The speakers. were Messrs. Sibley, of 
Pennsylvania; Dinsmore, of Arkansas; 
Newlands, of Nevada; Mondell, of Wyom- 
ing: Robinson, of Indiana; Kerns, of IIli- 
nois; Gaines, of Tennessee: M. R. Vandi- 
ver, of Missouri, and Greene, of Penn- 
svivania., 

Mr. Gaines opposed the item in the: bill 
providing for the establishment of a mili- 
tary post at Manila and made it the text 
for a general denunciation of the admin- 
istration’s policy in the Philippines. 

Mr. Gaines said that while in the Phil- 
ippines he learned absolutely that the 
Americans promised independence to the 
Filipinos. 

Mr. Kahn, of Calffornia. challenged him 
to produce the name of a single Filipino 
who gave him such information. 

Mr. Gaines stated that the information 
had been given him in confidence and 
that if he were to divulge the names of 
those who had given it to him they would 
lose their heads. This reply elicited jeers 
from the republican. side.

TO REORGANIZE THE MILITIA. 


raft of Bill Relating to National 
Guard Submitted. 

Washington, January 21.—The dreft of 
a bill providing for the general reorgani- 
zation of the national guard in the va- 
rious states and placing them on a uni- 
form footing was submitted today to the 
National Guards’ Association, which the 
adjutant generals of many states are at- 
tending. P 

The bill, which was approved, looks 
to the greater efficiency of the national 
guard, particularly in the matter of 
equipment, Charlies F. Dick, of Ohio, 
was elected president of the agsociation, 
and B. 8. Royster, of North Carolina, 
one of the vice presidents, 
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have issued such an order because he 
could conceive of no emergency which 
would warrant him in violating the law. 

In a general discussion of the pending 
bill Mr. Bacon protested against what 
he considered the ‘“‘hot haste’’ in press- 
ing the measure, and against what he 
asserted was an effort to withhold from 
the senate information relating to the 
F hilippines. 

Mr. Stewart, of Nevada, took issue with 
Mr. Bacon's argument that an executive 
officer could not set aside a iaw for the 
public good as being in contravention of 
the history and jurisprudence of Eng- 
land and America.

BOLD ASSAULT 


Negro Highwayman Strikes 
Hugh Robinson a Blow on 
the Head. 


WAS ESCORTING YOUNG 
LADY TO HER HOME 


Mr. Bobinson Frightened the Negro 
by a Motion as if To Draw a 
Pistol—Wound Was Pain- 
ful, but Not a Danger- 
ous One. 


While escorting a young lady to her 
home last night, Hugh Robinson, secre- 
tary of the Southern Guarantee and 
Loan Company, was assaulted by a ne- 


gro highwayman and came near receiv- 
ing a serious wound. 

The affair occurred on Fifth street, be- 
tween Piedmont avenue and Juniper 
etreet about 9:30 o’clock. The regro foot- 
pad used either a loaded stick or heavy 
stone. The blow was aimed at the back 
cof the head sand if it had not first struck 
the hat Mr. Robinson would have fallea 
helpless at the feet of his assailant. 

Though stunned by the murderous 
blow, Mr. Robinson did not fall, but 
turned upon the negro with a hand in his 
hip pocket, as if about to draw a pistol. 
This frightened the negro righwaymen, 
and he ran away. 

All the while thg young lady remained 
a witness of the entire scene. “She gave 
no outcry, and remained calm and com- 
posed enough to get a dcscription of the 
negro, whick has been furnished to the 
police, 

Mr. Robinson carried the young lady to 
the necrest residence, frcm where he af- 
terwards went to Dr. Elkin’s sanitarium. 


Negro Was Following. 

Mr. Robinson left a residence on Peach- 
tree street last evening about 9 o’clock 
to escort a lady to her home on Fifth 
street. When within two or three blocks 
of Fifth street he noticed a negro behind 
him, but thcught rothing of the occur- 
rence, thinking the negro chanced to be 
going in the same direction. When a 
turn was made into Fifth street the ne- 
gro also turned. Mr. Robinson still did 
rot think there wes any cause for ap- 
prehersion. He heard the negro quicken 
Fis pace and room on the outer edge of 
the sidewalk was raade for him to pass, 
Instead of passing. the regro stepped up 
behind Mr. Robinscn and deelt him a 
hard blow on the back of the head with 
a heavy weapon of some kind. The blow 
fell upon Mr. Robinson’s hat and that 
probably saved his life. 

The highwayman doubtless expected to 
see his victim fall when he would havé 
robbed him and the young lady and then 
fed with his booty. When he saw his 
victim turn end make a motion as if to 
draw a pistol, he became alarmed and 
ran off towards the city. 


Wound Was Painful. 

When Mr. Robinson was taken to the 
sanitarium it was found he had received 
a severe gash on the -back of the head. 
The wound is very painful, buf not dan- 
gerous. 

The following description of the negro 
was furnished to the police as given by 
the young lady: 

“‘A tall, slim negro about 19 or 20 years 
of age, wearing a Diack hat and a suit 
of gray clothes.” 

Captain Thompson sent out the general 
alarm for such a negro, notifying all the 
policemen on their beats to keep 2 close 
watch out. City detectives will work on 
the case today.

Seven Men Are Burned to Death in 
Lumber Camp. 


FORTY LIVES WERE IN DANGER 


But All the Men Succeeded in Evx- 
caping from the Death Trap 
Save Seven. 


Hambletcn, W. Va., January 21.—About 
4 o'clock this morning Camp Five of thé 
Otto Creek Boom and Lumber Company, 
several miles from here, in the forest, 
took fire and burned so rapidly that seven 
of the forty men asleep in the building 
failed to get out and were burned to 
death. Following is the list of dead:

John Riley. 
George VanHorn. 
Arthur Hedricks. 
Thomas Hickey. 
Mike Grannon. 
Forest Manard. 

Bud Welch was so badjy, hurt that he js 
in a critical condition. ; 

It wee not more than five minutes from 
the time the alarm was given until there 
was no chance of escape. The camp was 
22 by SO feet, and the wpper part all in 
cne room, and in this the forty men were 
sleeping. Two very small windows and 
the narrow stairs affcerded the only ave- 
nues of escape, and those who went to 
the windows, a dozen or more, had to 
jump twelve or fifteen feet, the others 
rushing down the steps like sheep, push- 
‘ng and falling over each other. 

After they were out some of the men 
inside cculd be seen in the flames, but 
not a ery came from the building. The 
dead were almost entirely. cremated. 
There were scarcely forty pounds of the 
flesh and bones of all seven brought here 
tonight in a little box. 

The men who escaped lost their cloth- 
ing and were ¢ompelled to travel through 
eight inches of snow almost naked to 
another camp a mile away.

Its principles are cor- 
rect, its suggestions are moderate and 
statesmanlike, and its promises such 
as a candidate may honorably make in 
the expectation that he can perform 
them to the public satisfaction. We, 
therefore, heartily commend this able 
and praiseworthy presentation of the 
issues on which Mr. Terrell predicates 
his candidacy to the perusal and un- 
prejudiced judgment of the democrats 
of Georgia.

There is no more humiliating fact 
that an intelligent southern man has 
to face than this: That among the 
white people of the south we have as 
many illiterate men over 21 years of 
age as we had fifty-two years ago, 
when the census of 1850 was taken! 

Make every allowance that may 
please on account of the civil war 
and its consequent impoverishment of 
our people, and yet this depressing 
fact is not explicable on any grounds 
creditable to the white people of the 
south. To say that we have not had. 
at least within the thirty years of our 
public school enterprises since 1870, 
opportunity and means to improve the 
educational status of our white people 
is to claim an excuse that ignores 
facts and outrages common sense. 

This ignorance of. reading and writ- 
ing, the two primary necessities of the

to citizenship and all its privileges, 
since fhe Cotton Exposition was held 
in Atlanta in 1881. The figures we 
write about do not include children or 
negroes. They speak their condemna- 
tion alone upon the grown-up sons of 
southern men, the adult voters of to 
day, upon whose intelltgence, efficien- 
cy and ballots the isterests of our 
civilization and society depend. 

It is useless to parade figures show- 
ing how much we have spent on 
schools, how many schools we have, 
and how many new fads and fiddle.

; from the hotbeds of Boston “culchah” 
—the fact remaing that in proportion 
to our white adult male population in 
the south we,have as many men who 
cannot read and write as we had fifty 
years ago. That is a mean-looking, 
measley fact that cannot be wiped 
off the record. 

Our sister states of the south may 
deal with this deplorable situation as 
they may elect, but surely it is time 
for Georgia to get down squarely to 
the work of correcting our educational 
System in a way that will work a con- 
tinuous reduction and practical disap- 
pearance of this large volume of illit- 
eracy. 

We need to go down to bed-rock if 
this matter in Georgia and_ sacrifice 
much in the lines of ornamental in- 
struction for the great end of wiping 
from the rolls of our white citizenship 
the stigma of abnormal illiteracy that 
now degrades it.

Open Door in China 
Vital to the South 


(New York Journal of Commerce.) 

At a banquet given a few days ago to 
Mr. Rockhill, minister plenipotentiary 
from the Unitel States to China, Laurus 
Loomis, of Catlin & Co., representing the 
interests of southern cotton mills, gave 
reasors for maintaining the open door in 
China, especially as relating to Man- 
churia. Mr. Loomis grayped Lia remarks 
under the folléwing heads: 

First. A vital matter to the cwners of 
the southern cotton mills and manufac- 
turers of cotton goods. — 

Second. A large majority of the cotton 
fabrics made in the southern states is 
shipped to Manchuria. 

Third. During, the war in China the 
depr2ssion in the south, so far as cottoa 
manufacturing was concerned, was dis- 
tressing. Stoppage of the looms, with se- 
rious loss to the owners of the mills; 
and extended to the operatives in the hne 
of wage, and also in the planters of cot- 
tcn who supplied the cotton mills with 
the steeple. 

Fourth. Since the fall of Pekin over 
-00,000 bales’ of cotton goods from Amer- 
ica have been sold for shipment to China, 
chiefly from the s>uthern mills. 

Fiftr. How long will Manchuria, the 
chief cutlet for these fabrics, be open? 
Just so long as Russia is not permitted 
to control that section. let us not hug 
the delusive phantom of hope that she 
will relinguish her hold unless compelled 
to; and, while Russia is a friendly power 
to the United States, neverthelcss Amer- 
ica would be untrue to herself were she 
to negiect to keep the great China mar- 
Ket open and untrammelled. 

Sixta. Let us for a moment reverse the 
pcsiticn. Place the United States in the 
same positicn as Russia, and with the 
same absorbing greed fwr territory and 
extension; would it not be natural and 
humaniike to endeavor to control the 
trade in fhe north of China, especially 
after having constructed a great railway 
through that section to the Pacific? And 
were Russia in our place, that is the 
United States, would she not take a most 
decided stand to protect her interasts? 
Certainly she would, and would be justi- 
fied in the eyes of the commercial world 
in maintaining such a positior. 

Seventh. We may not all know much 
about: China or Manchuria from personal 
visitation, but we do know that in the 
Chinese empire there is an ever ready 
sale fcr American products, and that 
Manchuria alone ccnsumes or distributes 
a large majority, said to be over 75 per 
cent, of the entire shipment of cotton 
fabrics to China; and while this in figures 
is placed at about $10,000,000 annually, it 
is said to be only about »ne-sixth of the 
consumption of cotton gvods. Surely with 
the developments of American industries, 
and especially in the south, «f which I 
speak, shou.d we not have a fair share 
of the trade? We ask no special favors, 
but simply an open field and fair trading. 

Eighth. The south has now 5,000,000 
spindles, and is just ertering upon ihe 
threshold of manufacturing cotton goods. 
In 1870 they had less than one-half mil- 
lion spindles. With the new American 
imnventicns of machinery, as, for instance; 
the Northrop loom, which requires on'y 
one operative to fifteen or twenty looms, 
wheress the ordin:ry looms required one 
cperaiive to four to six looms, and with 
the Rabbit revolving spindle, which pro- 
duces tcdey 1 pound or over of, say, No. 
8 yarns daily, whereas in former times 
one-half pound to the spirdie was a large 
product, and the old jack-mule spinning 
was barely one-third pound per day to 
the spindle. 

Ninth. The southern manufacturers 
are unanimcus in their position in- this 
Matter, and when the testimony of these 
tnanufecturers was presented to the hon- 
orable secretary of etate, John Hay, 
whose wisdom and diplomacy have been 
so universally ap ed; and also our 
late and lament President McKinley, 
who was string in his convictions in pro- 
tecting American interests in China, and 
have ro doubt that the diplomacy of the 
State department, togetrer with the ‘n- 
valuable expericnce of the honored t 
tcday, will tully pvroteet American inter- 
ests in the Orient.

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PROBLEMS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


SERIES II—THE CIVIL GOVERNMENT. 


By Jos: Ohi. 


ANILA, Philippine Islands.—Be- 
cause we Americans are so posi- 
tive that the government we can 
give these people is far better. than any 
they can make for themselves, we are 
apt tg take a too roseate view of the 
way the Filipinos will look at things. 

In setting out, as I have done, some 
of the difficulties in the pathway of the 
civil government, I would not pe under- 
stood as taking a pessimistic view of the 
outlook. No man can talk, with Gov- 
ernor Taft for any length of time with- 
out absorbing some of his hope and con- 
fidence. The governor is an optimist by 
nature, but he is no mere theorist to be 
blinded by his optimism. He is @ prac- 
tical man, possessing a goodly share of 
that “horse sense’ so essential to suc- 
cess in the dealings with other people. 
He has studied this situation with a ful) 
realization that. in it are involved delicaie 
and dangerous problems; he knows that 
the army conliiders the civil administra- 
tion in a sense an interloper and at heart 
has contempt for it; he realizes that the 
Filipinos are suspicious if not unfriendly; 
and no man knows better than he that to 
attain anything Hke permanent success, 
the American government must gain the 
confidence and the friendship of the peo- 
ple. 

The governor and his associates in 
the civil administration are noi groping 
about in the dark. If they feel hopeful 
of success, the rest of us can afford 
to look on the bright eide of the picture. 
I am convinced taat much the army 
has to say about present conditions is 
true, but I have great faith that success 
will in the end crown the efforts of the 
civil government. The civil programme 
aims at giving to the Filipinos an ad- 
ministration in which they will have. a 
practical monopoly of the offices—a na- 
tive administration with a few Americars 
in high places, a government in all es- 
sentials Filipino, but conducted under 
American advice and direction. In the 
provinces and municipalities there is to 
be the largest measure of home rule 
possible. It is for the Americans to 
decide the extent of this home rule and 
when it shall be given. 

That sounds fair and Hberal enough. 
It reads tike a programme which ought 
to work out all right. Our people feel 
that they can best determine when and 
to what extent there shal! be liberal al- 
lowances in the way of government made 
to the people, and also what men among 
them are best fitted for the higher 
Places; the Filipinos seem to think they 
are capable of determining these things 
themselves, but perhaps they will change 
their minds when they see how well our 
plan works. 

Civil Progress Is Colonialism. ~ 

There are people who will criticise the 
civil programme by charging that it is 
‘“colonialism.”’ Of course it is—colonial- 
ism, pure and simple. The time has pass- 
ed for any evasion of that charge. If 
we are to retain these isiands—and in 
my mind there ig not a@ doubt that we 
will do so, for aN time, there is just 
one way to govern them, and that is as 
colonies. Because our forefathers had a 
good deal. to say on the other side of 
this colonial’ question and for fear that 
Washington and Jefferson and a small 
army of other early 4mericnas may, be 
considerably disturbed in their graves if 
we go about shouting aloud that this re- 
public has gonelinto the business of hoid- 
ing ‘colonies,’ we may find some more 
convenient term, for everyday use; but 
colonies they must be, and any govern- 
ment established "here must be colonial, 
We may in time be able to make it as lib- 
eral as some of the governments which 
Great Britain has given her crown col- 
onies; we may even, in the far future, 
reach a point where we will allow the 
Filipinos to have jheir own parliament, 
as Great Britain does in her dominion 
over her North Amé@rican and Australian 
possessions; but, injany event, the rela- 
tons of the Philippines to the United 
States will be thos® of cologies to a 
“mother country,” apd they will never 
be anything else. 

Criticiam of our akties as being ‘‘col- 
onial” is, therefore, # waste of words. 


We might as well acjcept the fact and { 


talk about something else. 

The men who have| made the frame 
work of the civil goverment have frank- 
ly accepted that fact! and have taken 
England’s experiences im India as a guide. 
When the army theory that the civil 
authorities have been ven control too 
soon is advanced, the enjthuslastic believ- 
er in the civil gvernment| points his finger 
toward India. ‘‘Read tfile story of Eng- 
land’s success there,” he says. “In In- 
dia, the civil government went into the 
uttermost corners along ‘with the army— 
in fact, preceded the army in many in- 
stances.’ That is expected to settle the 
controvérsy, a8 it is takjen for granted 
that even the army camnot hope for 
greater success than that which Great 
Britain has attained in tat great coun- 
try. There are Englishmen who talk of 
future troubles in India, but it is charita- 
ble to attribute this to \the disordered 
liver, which fs one effect of the tropics, 
rather than to any supetior knowledge 
of the Indians. At any ,rate, we have 
troubles enough of our own without bor- 
rowing of ot@fers., 

Carpetbagger Is Barred. 

The India model is folllowed in many 
ways. For one thing, it 14 proposed that 
there shall be puilt up her a civil service 
system as strong as that which regulates 
the holding of office in the India civil 
government and under which the vast 
majority of positions are in the hands 
of the natives. There is t.o be no chance 
here for the American “&arpet-bagger.”’ 
The civil service commissi«on ig controlled 
by enthusiastic young men who believe 
one way to gain the cortfidence of the 
natives is to show them that the offices 
in the civil government ajre for the Fil- 
ipino young men and thjat merit alone 
shall count in their distrilpution; that the 
son of the poor “tau” Phas an equa? 
chance with the son of e richest Span- 
ish me , no political) pull being re- 
cuired. n every office @xcept the heads 
of departments and bDuresaus will be cov- 
ered by civil service rul@s 80 constructed 
as to provide that the ojnly way to office 
is to be by deginning the foot of the 
‘adder, and—that only Filipinos can come 
in at the bottom! 

That might look as $f there was a hit 
of ulterior purpose to Protect the Ameri- 
cans now holding offige, but knowledge 
of the men responsibl@ for it impeis the 
conclusion that there{ is nothing of :h- 
sort.

selves the greatest possibie number of 
the offices. This in theory ought to work 
out all right. Certainiy, if the carpet- 
bagger can be kept out, much will havc 
been accomplished. ‘ 

Education Is To Be Dispensed. 

The highest possible méasure of edu:a- 
tion fs to be furnished the people in or- 
der to prepare them for the civil service. 
No man can then say that he has not 
had a fair charce. The civil government 
believes in education, and it is to be dis- 
pensed with a free hand. The hope is 
strong in the breasts of our people that 
even if it is found impossible to win the 
honest support of the present ‘generation 
of Filipincs, the next generation, having 
learned EngHsh and having had an op- 
portunity of imbibing American ideas, 
will be all right. The people are #earn- 
ing the language rapidly. The Filipino 
school children, as I have seen them in 
different places on uzon and at’ Catbda- 
logan, Cebu, Zamgoanga and Iloilo and 
even at Jolo, are as Dright looking a set 
as one could find anywhere. They are 
imitative, have excellent memories, and 
are eager to learn. 

It is sincerely to be hoped, hewuver, 
that the desire to get into the civil sery- 
ice will not do for them what it has done 
fcr the “Babu” of India, who has sue- 
ceeded in learning his lessons by rote, 
but who is not at all educated in the 
broader meaning of the term. That is 
something for our educators to guard 
against, but the rest of us need not 
bether our heads abcut it for some years 
hence. 

The permanency of Great Britain’s 
success in India depends in very great 
| measure upon havirg built up a class 
which has thrived so greatly under 
English rule that it would’ nét have the 
eld order back even with all its glories. 
If we can do the same thing; if we can 
make the men of wealth and education 
feel that their greatest interest lies in 
American domination, we will have 
scived our problem.’ The elements en- 
tering into the problem in India differed 
somewhat from those here, but theen 
desired is the same. In India the men 
who have waxed, grown fat and ac- 
quired great wealth and prominence un- 
der British rule are the Bengalis, who 
were nct leaders in the land of aristoc- 
racy and caste of the oid days, and know 
they never could hold their present . 
rrominence under any Indian govern- } 
ment; the men here in the Philippines — 
upon whom we are depending are those 
who now feel they would be at the head 
of any government of the Phiiippines. I 
think there is no question that today 
many of these would rather take their 
chances with a biown man’s government 
which they could dominate than with 
the white man’s government which pro- 
tects their property already acquired: 
perhaps after a while they will see that 
their greater interest lies in letting well ” 
enough alone. 

Let Them Alone, Says Ohl. 

The policy of giving the people of the 
municipalities a gcod measure of home. 
rule is another feature’ of the British 
| programme. Great. Britain’s latter day 
great success in colonization is due to 
her non-interference with the religion 
or customs of the~people taken under 
her protecting wing, at the same time’ 
making them feel they are being let 
alone in all their local affairs. To such 
extent is this carried that in India there 
are Princes and potentates who exercise 
exactly the same authority over their 
people they did before the British came. 
British authority is only manifested in 
the presence at court of the “resident,”’ 
who is an adviser in financial affairs, 
and in the calm restraining arm that 
keeps the maharajah orfrajah from go- 
ing to war with.some @her potentate. 
As his kingdom has lossomed and 
grown richer under this inforced peace 
and financial assistance, the prince is 
well content with being a recognized fac- 
tor in the make-up of the British em- 
pire; his people are also content, but if 
they were not they could do nothing. 

It would be easter for us if we could 
settle the Philippine problems with wu 
few princes. lt is easy for us, to illus- 
trate, to have permanent peace in the 
Moro islands so long as we keep the sul- 
tans and dattoes satisfied by having 
them pn the pay rolls and so long as we 
refrain from interfering with the cus- 
toms and the religion of their Moham- 
medan followers. It is not so easy with 
the Filipinos proper, because all of the 
educated and wealthy men among them 
must be considered. If the desired end 
can be accomplished at all it must be by 
following the general lines on which our 
civil government is working. 

I believe this must, in the end, suc- 
ceed, .The prospect for speedy accom- 
plishment of all that is desired would be 
much brighter {f there were any love for 
us in the Filipino heart. That may come 
with better understanding. At the pres- 
ent time things are in a somewhat 
chaotic condition and anything Ike pro-. 
phetic positiveness would be futile, The 
men at the head of the civil government 
are doing the best they can and no men 
under the same circumstances could do 


better. =a

4, M, Terrell, Who Resigns to 
~ Begin Campaign 


WILL ASSUME DUTIES OF 
OFFICE ON FEBRUARY 1 


Mir. Terrell Has Gone to His Home 
at Greenville, from Where He 
Issued Formal Announce- 
ment as Candidate for 
Governor. 


Hon. Joseph M. Terrell tendered his 
resignation to Governor Candler yester- 
day as attorney general, to take effect 
February 1. 

The resignation was accepted by the 
governor with regret, and an order was 
issued appointing Hon. Boykin Wright, 
of Augusta, to succeed him. 

It was generally expected that Mr. 
Wright would be appointed, and the an- 
nouncement of it occasicned no surpric®. 
Governor Candler had the names of sev- 
eral well-known Georgians under consid- 
eration, among them being Major R. 7. 
Fouche, of Rome; Judge M. L, Hutchins, 
of.Gwitnnett; Judge Allen Fort, of Amer- 
icus, and Hon. E. T. Brown, of Atlanta. 
There were several reasons for the selec 
tion of Mr. Wright, emong them being 
geographical considerations and the fact 
that he is thoroughly familiar with the 
important tax cas¢8 in which the state is 
interested. 

Mr. Wright was rotifiec of his appoint- 
ment yesterday and will accept. 
eesume the duties of the office on Feb- 


tuary 1. 

Mr. ‘Terrell stated in his resignation 
that it was his purpose to become 4 
candiddte fcr the democratic nomina- 
tion for governor at the coming primary, 
and he tendered his resignation in order 
ihat the business of.the state might not 
be affected by such candidacy. 

Governor Candler replied through Ex- 
ecutiv: Secretary C. M. Hitch, saying 
he accepted it with reluctance, regret- 
ting tirat the pleasant official relations 
that had so long existed were to be 
broken by Mr. ‘Terrell’s retirament. 

In the afternoon Mr. ‘lerreli went to 
Greenville, fis home, cnd from there 
made announcement of his candidacy to 
the public. He will continue ip otfice un- 
til February 1, when he will take up the 
active work of the campaign. 

Governor Candle: issued the order ap- 
pointing Hon, Boykin Wright shortly 
after the receipt cf Mr. Terrell’s resigna- 
tion; 

The New Attorney General. 

Boykin Wright, who will sueceed Mr. 
Terrell, was born in 1852 in Newton coun- 
y, Georgia. His father, Captain Frank- 
‘iin Wright, was a large slave owner, who 
/alom> with others, lost almost all his 
property by the war. . 

There were three sons, James C, 
Wright, Captain R. F. Wright, present 
assistant commissioner of agriculture, 
and Boykin Wright. A conference with 
his children was held at which Captain 
Franklin Wright told his children frank- 
ly that he could educate them by selling 
a part of the landed property, or if they 
‘ remained on the farm, he would be able 
to give each a fine plantation when they 
were 21. He left it with the children to 
determine whether they would accept the 
collegiate education or remain on the 
farm and attend the old-field schools. 

It was at this family conference that 
Boykin Wright, then a young stripling 
of a lad, made his maideg speech. He 
argued for a collegiate education, and 
so enthusiastic was he on the subject 
that he easily. persuaded the ether chil- 
dren to look at it in the light in which 
he dic. 

So it was unanimously agreed to 4c- 
cept the education. Accordingly the 
father sold a portion of his estate, moved 
to Oxford, Ga., and educated his boys at 
Emory and the girls at Wesleyan. Young 
Boykin finished his literary education in 
1872. Ir. 1873 and 1874 he attended the law 
school at Athens, receiving his diploma 
after a two years’ course there. 

In 1875 he began the practice of faw in 
Augusta, Ga. Soon after moving to Au- 
gusta he formed 2 copartnership with 
Major Joseph Ganahl, under the firm 
name of Ganahl & Wright. This part- 
nership continued until Mr. Wright was 
elected solicitor general of the’ Augusta 
circuit, about 1880, to succeed the late 
Davenport Jackson, son of General Harry 
R. Jackson, of Savannah, who died. This 
office he held for twelve years. 

During ‘tlfe Black-Watson campaigns he 
was ghairman of the tenth district can- 
gressional campaign committee, and as 
euch did yeoman service for the cause 
of G@emocracy. He has twice represented 
his state as a delegate to the’democratic 
national convention, the last time being 
chairman of the Georgia delegation at 
Kansas City. 

When Major Black retired from con- 
gress Mr. Wright was urged by his 
friends throughout the tenth to offer 
for congress. His ambiticn did not run 
in that direction, and while appreciating 
the steadfastness of his friends in press- 
ing his name, he refused to enter the 
contest. The close frrends of Mr. Wright 
say his ambition in the past has been to 
be governor, and that some day he may 
aspire to that positiX\. \ * 

May Not Be Candidate. 


It is not known whether Mr. Wright 
will be a candidate for eieciion as attor-

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ney general at the coming primary, to 
succeed himself, but bis friends seem to 
think he will not enter the race. lt is 
understood he will not bring his family to 
Atlanta for the short time he wil! be in 
the office. 

It may be, however, that Mr. Wright 
will decide to run after he has been in 
the office for some time, in which event 
he will be heard from later. 

It is understood Emmet Irwin, who has 
been secrétary to the attorney general 
for the last six years, will be retained 
under Mr. Wright. Mr. Irwin is an able 
and efficient secretary and is thoroughly 
familiar with the duties of the office.

these and other questions of public in- 
terest. é 


Question of Taxation. 


“I favor such legislation as wil] re- 
quire all persons, both natural and arti- 
ficial, to pay their equal share of taxes 
in strict accordance with the constitu- 
tional provision. relative to taxation. 
There is a class of corporations such as 
trading, manufacturing and other com- 
panies, whose charters, being mere per- 
mits to transact business, confer -fran- 
chises which in the nature of things 
have no pecuniary er taxable value, and 
which, therefore, could in no fair sense 
be treated as an addition to the assets 
of the company. This cannot be said of 
quasi public corporations whose fran- 
chises do add to the value of the assets 
of the corporation, and in many instances 
constitute a very valuable part of the 
same. These franchises should be maée 
to bear an equitable share of the bur- 
dens of taxation. Such taxes, when 
added to those derive@: from property 
which has heretofore escaped taxation 
because of the imperfections in the law, 
which may be remedied by a few amend- 
ments, would yield sufficient income to 
authorize a material reduction of the 
present tax rate. 


Limited Tax Rate. 


“If elected I would é@ndeavor to give 
the careful ‘and economical adnainistra- 
tion demanded by the financial condition 
of the people and of the state, and bend 
every energy to the reduction of the 
present rate of taxation. It would beget 
confidence to know that there was a limit 
to the amount which the citizen might be 
called upon to contribute to the support 
of government; and to that end I favor 
a constitutional amendment limiting the 
rate of taxation to the lowest figure 
consistent with the proper maintenance 
of the state government, the public in- 
stitutions, "the cause of education and 
the pension system. 


The Public Sc.ools. 


“The public schoo) flaws need revision 
so as to make our common school sys- 
tem more effective. Considering the ir- 
regularity with which the teachers are 
paid, it is remarkable that the system 
has worked so well. I favor such legis- 
lation as may be necessary to insure the 
teachers receiving their salaries prompt- 
ly each month. It is a reproach that 
these faithful servants should so long 
and so continuously be kept out of their 
justly earned dues. 


Educational Endowments. 
“T favor cn amendment to the constitu- 


tion extending the tax exemption so as. 


to include the endowment of educational 
irstitutions, where the fund is not so in- 
vested as to come in competition with 
the business and commercial interests 
of other citizens. This was the policy of 
the state’ prior to 1877, and in the interest 
ot the higher education of the white

Therefore the surplus arising 
frcm this source should be used for the 
welfare of the farming class in the estab- 
lishment of agricultural schools, agri- 
cultural stations, farmers’ institutes, or 
seme other purpose for the special pene- 
fit of the farmers of Georgia. 

Pensions. 

“In the past twenty years three sepa- 
rate and .jistinct ccnstitutional amend- 
ments on the gubject cf pensions have 
been submitted to the popular vote, and, 
in grateful recognition of the patriotic 
services of the confederate soldier, these 
ameniments have been adopted by large 
majoritics. I favor such legislation as 
will secure a peusicn to deserving vet- 
erans and widows of confederate sol- 
diers, and thus carry out the directions 
given by the sovereign people of the 
state. 

Labor and Capital. 

“I believe that lawg should be so en- 
acted and administered as to afford 
equal and exact justice to labor and capi- 
tal alike. We should protect and foster 
the interests which are already here, 
and encourags the ¢stablishment of new 
enterprises, thereby affording larger and 
more extended fields of industry for our 
citizens. 

The Liquor Question. 

‘‘As a member of the genera! assembly 
of 1884-8, I gupported and voted: for the 
rill giving te the people of the several 
counties in this state the right to pro- 
hibit the sale of spirituous liquors in 
their respective counties. Under the pro- 
visions ¢f this law the sale of liquor has 
been forbidden in more than i100 counties 
of the state.

It is for the purpose of showing the 
people and letting them know of the 
anany and high grade products that are 
made right here at hcme that the exhib- 
it of Atlanta’s manufacturing industries 
is proposed. When the vote was taken 
those present were unanimous in favor 
of having the fair.

Mr. Cooper presented a plan with refeér- 
ence to the appointment of committees, 
and some valuable ideas with regard to 
the exhibit were given by Harry Schies- 
inger, J. P. Stevens, R. F. ‘Maddox, and 
others. 

It was finally decided to appoint a 
committee of five with President Orr as 
chairman, to suggest plans and scope for 
the exhibition of Atlanta’s manufactured 
products. Tnis committee will be ap- 
pointed In a day or two by President Orr, 
and wili report back to another geneVal 
meeting to be held in the city hall next 
Tuesday afternoon at 4 o'clock. 

On motion of Mr. Schiesiuger every one 
present pledged himself by rising vote to 
be present at Tuesday’s meeting and, if 
possible, to bring one or two other man- 
ufacturers. 


A DAY OF MEAN WEATHER. 


Rain and Wind Made Yesterday a 
Very Disareeable Day, Despite 
High Temperature.

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Committee Heard from the 
Corporations Yesterday — 
Afternoon, | 


WILL MEET TODAY TO 
CONSIDER OBJECTIONS 


(Mr. Atkinson Asserted During Hear- 
ing That the Present Report 
Was One Under Which His 
Companies Could Not 
Well Operate. 


—_—_ 


Council this afternoon will be called 
upon to take action on the report of the 
special committee of eleven which was 
appointed to investigate the question of 
consolidating the several public utility 
coO.,..eat0rons doing business in Atlanta. 
A hearing was had by the committee yes- 
terday, and H. M. Atkinson and one 
of his counsel, Attorney Preston S. Ark- 
wright, explained why certain require- 
ments of the new agreement were ob- 
jected to. 

These two were the only ones heard 
from, and at the conclusion of the hear- 
ing Mr. Arkwright was requested to put 
his objections in writing to be filed with 
the committee this morning. At ll 
o'clock the committee will hold another 
meeting to either make changes in the 
present report or else decide to stand by 
the paper which was presented to council 
on Monday. 

During tae meeting yesterday it ap- 
peared, from remarks made by several 
of the committeemen, that there is a 
desire on the part of the committee to 
reach an amicable agreement if such is 
possible. Mr. Atkinson declared that the 
agreement in its present shape could not 
be agreed to by him, while Mr. Ark- 
wright made the statement that the new 
report was even more drastic than the 
one prepared by the committee of which 
Mr. Rawson had been chairman, and 
further that the présegt agreement not 
onlg did not contemplate giving the com- 
panies any additional beriefits, but rather 
sought to deprive them of some rights 
which they now possess. 

Those present other than the members 
of the committee were H. M. Atkinson, 
Preston §. Arkwright, J. J. Spalding, L. 
Z. Rosser, Morris Brandon, Joel Hurt, 
James F. O'Neill, Charles T. Hopkins, 
Cc. J. Simmons, Mayer Pro Tem. Johnson, 
City Attorney James L. Mayson, As- 
sistant City Attorney W. P. Hill, and 
several others. 

Mr. Atkinson Appeals. 

Chairman Howell called the meeting 
to order and said the committee would 
be pleased to hear from any of the rep- 
resentatives of the roads. Mr. Atkinson 
stepped forward. .He said that the mat- 
ter had taken an unexpected turn; that 
he had been in Florida with Mr. Abbott 
20 miles from any railroad or telegraph 
office all unconscious of how affairs 
were progressing in Atlanta. The first 
he knew of the matter, he said, was 
when he read the report of the commit- 
tee in The Constitution of yesterday 
morning when he wags on the train bound 
for home 

Mr. Atkinson. sald it was because of 
the invitation of the committee that he 
was present. The paper, he stated, was 
very far-reaching and disappointing to 
him. He disliked to be placed in the 
position of opposing, the agreement, but 
the conditions, he thought, were such 
that the companfes could not exist under 
them. He said ft was not within the 
power of any man f6 carry on the busl- 
ness successfully under the conditions 
Outlined in the committee’s report. When 
the first paper was under consideration, 
he said, he had gone. as far as he could, 
but the last paper he considered more 
drastic than the other. Some of the 
benefits which would have been con- 
ferred upon his companies in the Rawson 
agreement had been taken awny in the 
present paper, he asserted. 

Mr. Atkinson said that there were sev- 
eral conditions that his company could 
not agree to: that they could not be 
agreed to by the directors because they 
were powerless to make agreements that 
would affect the securities of the com- 
panies even if they had a wish to do so. 
He said that Mr. Arkwright was more 
familiar with the provisions of the paper 
and would explain the companies’ objec- 
tions. 

Mr. Arkwright Speaks. 

Mr. Arkwright stated that he found 
many objections to the report, and the 
best way to bring them out would be to 
compare the report with that of the firet 
committee. He said that when the mat- 
ter was first taken up it had been held 
out to Mr. Atkinson that he would be 
atlowed to put all of his franchises on 
the same basis as those of the Atianta 
Railway and Power Company. He said 
that if the city should establish a mu- 
ricipal electric lighting flant, provision 
should be made for relieving his com- 
pany from paying a tax on its lighting 
plant. If such a plant was established 


‘by the city, he said, his cempany would 


be forever prevented.from securing the 
city’s lighting, and its investment to fur- 
nish such service would be impaired. 

The most serious objection to the re- 
port, he stated, was jn regard to th- 
condemnation provision. He _ thought 
that the two street raiiway companies 
should be put upon the basis of the 
Power company as to the condemnation 
process, because othérwise some otzner 
company could come here and, after get- 
ting franchises, could operate a system 
from the northern to the southern part 
of town by condemning existing iines 
and still not lay mre than ten blocks 
of track. Under the firet agreement. ne 
saii, the average ar§ount per year from 
gross receipts, together with the 
valorem tax, would bring an income to 
the city of something like $116,000 ea+h 
year. 

He made the point that it was his un- 
derstanding that this tax on gross re- 
ceipts wag on the receipts from fares 
and heating and lighting charges, and 
not on every receipt of the company. He 
thought that under the present report 
if his company sold a piece of property 
it would be liable to the city for a per- 
centage of the inoney received from the 
sale. The members of the committee said 
that nothing of that kind had been con- 
templated, and ff the report was not 
clear on that point it could be changed. 


Some Objections Raised. 

Mr. Arkwright further weclared that 
in forty-eight years the difference in the 
amount that the compantes would hive 
to pay on ad valorem tax@ acording tu 
the present report would be £419,850 more 
than under the Rawson agreement. Upon

The committee was to have held a meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon at 6 o'clock, but 
Chairman Garrett decided that, inasmuch 
there might be only a few members 
present, it would be better to postpone 
the meeting until this morning. The 
meeting will be held in the mayor's of- 
fice at 10 o'clock, and it is expected that 
many of the arrangements for the trip 
to Charleston will be made. 

It seems to be the desire of the com- 
mittee and members of council to visit the 
exposition about the time that President 
Roosevelt ia in attendance at the show, 
and the day he is to be there will no 
doubt be selected by the committee as the 
proper time to go over to Charleston, The 
mayor and every member of council, it 
is understood, will be in the party, while 
specially invited guests will afso go 
alorg. 

The firemen'’s drum and bugle corps will 
accompany the party and will let the 
Charlesatonians know that the Atlantans 
have arrived.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, January 21. —Today’ s stock mar- 
ket had the same appearance of indigestion 
and somnolence which has pervaded it of late.

A remaruatie devotion between ‘two 

10;year-old youths, was enacted 
Saturday afternoon in the sheriff's office 
in the court house. The scene reveaied 
a bond of friendship probably without a 
parallel among boys of such tender age— 
a tie that apparently grew stronger as 
trouble and grim prison bars stared the 
boys in the face. 

Claude Raysor and Hale Genzalers, bith 
just 10 years of age, were the principa!s. 
They were arrested Saturday afternoon 
on the charge of forgery and were being 
detained in the sheriff's office while an 
effort was in progress to secure bond for 
Claude Raysor. Bond was finally pro- 
cured for him, but the Gonzalers boy was 
unable to make the required bond. Free- 
dom awaited Raysor and a prison cell 
yawned for Gonzalers. . 

Then came the climax. With tears 
streaming down his face, and his young 
heart going ovt to his friend, Claude re- 
fused to be separated from Hale and 
rejected the bond. ‘The signature of the 
boy to the bond was all that wag re- 
quired to release him from custody and 
give him freedom. But while he enjoyed 
liberty his friend would languish in a 
prison cell. He dreaded the thought of 
Prison, but he would tot allow his young 
dgiend to suffer alone. No, he would 
suffer with him, and with a firmness that 
Was amazing he positively refused to 
sign the bond. No amount of persuasion 
could induce him to sign, and with his 
friend at his side he was locked behind 
the bars of the Tower. 


Turns Down the Bond. 


The boy remained caim throughout the 
proceedings until the bond was ready for 
his signature. Then he broke down and 
wept. Between his sobs he exclaimed: 

“I won’t leave Hale and let him zo to 
jail. alone. If he’s got to be locked up, 
then I'll be locked up, too. I will stay 
with him, if he can’t ve free,”’ 

The mother of the boy was in the of- 
fice, and she pleaded with him to sign 
the paper that meafit his freedom. Dep- 
uty Sheriff Shropshire and the boy’s ate 
torney also tried to persuade him to sign. 

“You should sign the bond, Claude,’ 


. 


said Deputy Sheriff Shropshire, kindly. 
“Your mother wants you at home and 
you should be a geod boy now and go 
heme with her. You know you are younse 
and the jail is no place for you. That is 
a bad place.” 

“Well, I don’t want Hale to go there ry 
himself,”” said Claude, still crying. “I 
Zon’t want him to be put in there alone 
where people have been hanged. He 
would be so scared. He would be afraid 
to stay there by himself, and I want to 
stay with him.”’ 

The pleadings were all in vain. ‘The 
fond mother and friends @sed every effort 
to dissuade him from his purpose, but 
the lad was determined not to forsake 
tis friend. Finally, after the efforts were 
found useless. Deputy Sheriff Shropshire 
instructed Bailiff C. D. Buran to escort 
the boys to the Tower, and a few minutes 
later the big iron door of the prison 
clanked behind the two little fellows. The 
bond was also sent te the jail, so Claude 
could sign it if he so desired. 7 


Mother’s Love Triumphs. 


After darkness had settled Saturday 
night and the big jail became quiet, an- 
other feeling came cver the lad. He be- 
gan to think of home and his mother, 
who is a widow. He missed her fond ca- 
resses and cheering words and her price- 
less love asserted itself in the boy’s na- 
ture. It was a love that proved stronger 
than boyish friendstip, and it triumphed. 
He thought of his mother being alone 
and worrying about him, and he could 
rot bear the separaticn. Abcut 8 o'clock 
he notified the jailer he wanted to zo 
home, and, signing the bond, walked out 
of the prison. He wags soon sleeping 
sweetly under the care and protection of 
hjs mother, instead of on a hard iron 
prison bunk. ; 

Claude was arrested by his uncle, 
Bailiff? Raysor of Justice Orr's court. 
While waiting in the sheriff's office for 
the bond, Deputy Sheriff Shropshire 
learned the whereabouts of Gonzalers, 
and he sent Balliff Buran to arrest him. 
The boys are implicated in the forgery 
of an order on one of the trading stamp 
companies. Francis L. South, a i4-year- 
old youth, is in the Tower, charged with 
the forgery. The amount of Raysur’s 
bond was $500. Gonzalers is still confined 
in the Tower.

He was known to be one of the most

But it was through nd? carelessness that 
Alexander died at his post. He dicd do- 
ing nis duty both by the company for 
which he worked and the city in which 
he lived. 

City Carts on the Track. 

Every evening about nightfall the ety 
carts return te the dumping grounds, go- 
ing out Marietta street and over the Bel- 
wooc avenue crossing. Yesterday about 
8:45 o’cloek several carts drove over the 
crossing. Alexander saw a number of 
them driving abreast, a custom which he 
had long tried to break up. He stepped 
cut upon the tracks and called to the ne- 
gro drivers to go one behind the other. 
As he did so he discovered that a South- 
ern passenger train leaving the city was 
approaching. Some of the carts had. time 
to pass over the crossing in safety. One 
cart Was too slow and when the negro 
driving it saw his life was in danger he 
jumped from his seat and saved himself. 

Alexander ran close to the cart to urge 
the mule along. His purpose was to try 
to save the city’s property. He was tov 
late. The engine struck the cart and 
smashed it into pieces. The mule tore 
himself loose and was uninjured. The 
watchman knew he was far erough away 
for the cars not to strike him, but: he 
had. not counted upon the coliision hurl- 
ing the crashing cart upon him. Heavy 
pieces of the vehicle felled him to the 
ground. His head was crushed and his 
body bruised as he ‘ay under the debris 
unconscious. 

Lived Only Short Time. 

The train was stopped and the watch- 
man was lifted tp and removed to one 
sde of the road. He was stil! breathing 
and the Grady hospital ambulance was 
teiephoned for. By the time it reached 
the scene of the accident Alexander was 
dead. 

The body was taken to Undertaker 
Patterson's, on Peachtree street, where 
it was prepared for burial. The coroner 
was notified and he may hold an inquest 
today. 

John Alexander was 82 years old and 
vas born in Irelend in 1820 and came to 
Atlanta in 1847 and had been a residenc 
of the city for fifty-five years. He was’ 
biother of the ‘ate Thomas Alexander 
ard eof Mrs. Frank Lee and Mrs. O. Win- 
ringham, who reside in the city. His wife 
end son, J. T. Alexander, survive him. 
He leaves two grandchildren, J. KH. Alex- 
ender and Miss Kate Alexander, and one 
great-grandchild, Rae Alexanger.

SAYS LARGE BALANCE FROM 
BONDS WAS BROUGHT OVER 


Scatement Is Made That It s’r

The assertion of Alderman Woodward,
